Knowland's predecessor as Repub­ 
lican leader in the Senate, was 
considered Eisenhower's m ainstay 
in getting cooperation from Senate 
Republicans. 
Nevertheless, 
Taft 
m ust have 
84 jolted the President several tim es 
with statem ents either critical of 
Eisenhower’s judgm ent or contra­ 
ry to his policy. Taft was a m ar 
who spoke his mind when it suited 
him, which was often. 
Conflict With Ike 
Knowland. too, has worked hard 
for Eisenhower. But several tim es 
he has com plicated life for the 
man in the White House by issuing 
statem ents on what he thought the 
adm inistration's f o r e i g n policy 
should be. 
Eisenhower 
has 
handled 
Taft 
and Knowland carefully. But this 
week. 
after 
getting some 
more 
free advice from Knowland pub­ 
licly. the President publicly issued 
a rem inder that under the Con­ 
stitution he’s responsible for for­ 
eign policy. 
Taft, who repeatedly sought th# 
Republican nomination for prest- 
dent, 
had 
a national 
following. 
Knowland hasn’t reached that sta­ 
ture yet. But no one can accuse 
him of Just being a Taft im itator. 
Would Resign 
Last July he announced that un­ 
less Red China was kept out of 
the United Nations he w’ould re­ 
sign 
his 
leadership to head

fight to take the United States out 
of the world organization. 
But it was already American 
policy to keep Red China out. 
Nevertheless, several days later 
Eisenhower said he was “unalter­ 
ably'’ opposed to U N. m em bership 
for the Chinese Communists.

Last June, after the Communists 
had been talking for months about 
peaceful coexistence between the 
West and communism.

! said the hope of the world was in 
peaceful coexistence. 
Denounced Coexistence 
On Nov. 15 Knowland suddenly 
interrupted debate on the McCar­ 
thy censure issue to denounce the 
idea of coexistence which, he said,

stalem ate 
j would mean victory for com m u­ 
nism in the end. Then, and it didn't 
please 
the 
adm inistration, 
he 
called on Congress to exam ine the 
adm inistration's foreign policy.
